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REMARKS 

Claims 32-34, 42, 44-51, 56 and 57 are pending in this application. Claims 
42, 47 and 48 are withdrawn from consideration. Claims 32-34, 44-46, 49-51, 56 and 57 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fujishima et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
3,184,012) in view of Ryan et al. (U.S. Patent No. D468,995 S). 

CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. $ 103(a) 

Claims 32-34, 44-46, 49-51, 56 and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Fujishima et al. (U.S. Patent No. 3,184,012) in view of Ryan et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. D468,995 S). The present application claims priority from U.S. Provisional 
Patent Application Serial No. 60/259,779 filed January 4, 2001 (see the enclosed filing 
receipt of the present application) and independent claims 32 and 51 in the present 
application are supported by the disclosure of the provisional patent application. (See the 
enclosed copy of the provisional application). Therefore, the present application has an 
effective filing date of January 4, 2001. The earliest effective filing date of Ryan et al. is the 
filing date of the application, November 21, 2001. In order for Ryan et al. to qualify as a 
prior art reference, Ryan et al. must have an earlier effective filing date than the effective 
filing date of the present application (i.e. January 4, 2001). As stated above, the earliest 
effective filing date of the Ryan et al. patent is the filing date of November 21, 2001. This 
date is not prior to the effective filing date of the present application (i.e. January 4, 2001). 
Therefore, the Ryan et al. patent does not qualify as prior art. In view of the above remarks, 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing, it is believed that pending claims 32-34, 44-46, 49- 
51, 56 and 57 are patentable over the prior art of record and are in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration of the rejections is respectfully requested.
